JAPAN, DEC JAPAN; VISITS TO FUJITSU, HITACHI, NEC, NTT— 

PREFERABLY MUSASHINO ECL ~, JCUDI, INFORMATION-TECHNOLOGY 
PROMOTION AGENCY (IF IT STILL EXISTS), NIPPON MINICOMPUTER, 

JIPDEC, MITSUBISHI, TOSHIBA, AND TOKYO UNIVERSITY (IN DE- 
CREASING ORDER OF PRIORITY). MEETING AT MITI ELECTRONICS 
POLICY DIVISION SHOULD BE WITH OFFICIAL HIGH ENOUGH TO 
DISCUSS POLICY, NOT JUST TECHNICAL, MATTERS. MEETINGS AT 
MITI ETL AND NTT ECL SHOULD FOCUS ON VLSI PROGRAM, NOT

CAN BE MADE AVAILABLE, IT WOULD BE MOST APPRECIATED.
